Little Really Known 
: of Cause of Obesity 


The fat person who is active in 
habits and frugal in his diet is the 
one who furnishes the.real problem 
in obesity, authorities say. Does 
the fat one carry out his fundamen- 
tal exchange of energy more eco- 
nomicaly, with a large surplus of 
energy-producing heat in the form 
of fat left over? Dr. Solomon 
Strouse of Chicago and his collabo- 
rators in a study of basal metabo- 
lism say that fat people conserve the 
body fat and thus acquire a surplus, 
while the thin use up their food 
fat instead of storing it. 

Since it has been established that 
the rate of metabolism, or exchange 
of food into energy, of the obese is 
normal, some physiologists have 
tried to account for the surplus of 
fat on the grounds of heredity. Dr. 
C. B. Davenport divides the popula- 
tion into three elementary species, 
called biotypes, characterized by 
their build, slender, medium and 
fleshy. In some families only ~ one 
type is involved, in others two or 
more. In some cases the variation 
may be due to the idiosyncrasies of 
the endocrine glands or to constitu- 
tional and cultural factors in the 
manner of living. 

As one authority has remarked, 
the large amount of public interest 
in obesity is in marked contrast to 
the small amount of scientific infor- 
mation. We do not yet really know 
why the fat are fat—Science Serv- 
ice Bulletin.
